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PREFACE 


In May 1986 the John Carter Brown Library opened a major exhibition on the theme 
of Liberty of Conscience and the Growth of Religious Diversity in Early America, 
1636-1786. At the same time, the Library published an illustrated catalogue of the 
items displayed. That published catalogue is primarily a historical narrative and was 
designed to serve the general public. By intention, full bibliographical description of 
the books and other printed items in the exhibition was excluded from the catalogue as 
being of primarily specialized interest. 


This Bibliographical Supplement to the catalogue is designed to meet that specialized 
interest. Librarians, bibliographers, and scholars will find here all the detailed infor- 

mation they might need about this select list of 101 titles from the John Carter Brown 
collection. 


The information presented here has also been entered into the national computerized 
data base known as the Research Libraries Information Network (RLIN) and thus is 
available in that form to the many libraries that subscribe to RLIN. 


The preparation of the Bibliographical Supplement would not have been possible 
without the assistance of grants from the Rhode Island Committee for the Humanities, 
an affiliate of the National Endowment for the Humanities, and from the Lilly Endow- 
ment, Inc., of Indiana. The Lilly Endowment in particular has sponsored at the John 
Carter Brown Library the full cataloguing, according to the highest national standards, 
of hundreds of the Library’s American religious imprints, beginning with Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts titles from the eighteenth century.

The works included in this Bibliographical Supplement are arranged alphabetically by 
author, title, or corporate body. The description of each work is in strict conformity 
with the Anglo-American Cataloguing Rules. Some works that were previously 
catalogued follow the standards set by the first edition of the Rules. For the majority of 
the works, however, cataloguing was done in adherence to the second edition 
(AACR2), adopted January 1, 1981, by the United States library community. 


References to other bibliographies have been provided for those wishing additional in- 
formation on a particular work. A guide to the abbreviations used to indicate these 
bibliographical sources follows this introduction. 


Acquisition numbers and the date an item was acquired by the John Carter Brown 
Library are also provided with these descriptions. In addition, we indicate locations 
where other copies of each work may be found. The location symbols for libraries and 
special collections around the world are those now in standard use. 


I would like to express my appreciation to Ilse Kramer, Chief of Cataloguing, and 
Susan Newbury, Senior Cataloguer, for their assistance in answering questions and 
verifying particular points; Elaine Shiner for her technical expertise with RLIN; and 
Gunther Buchheim for cataloguing most of the German works.
